0 
legal status of my rights, so long as it remains 
undisputed, is sufficient to afford to the life of 
the State the measure of monagchical influence 
which Prussia requ in pursvance of her his- 
terical development. m manner in which 
Prussia was constituted, from her present posi- 
tion in the Empire, and in view of the sentiments 
and habits of our oo 1 believe that our Con- 
stitution distributes coéperation of forces in 
the lifeof the Statein a wise and beneficent 
manner. Because of this belief, as well as on 
aceount of my oath, I shail guard and protect 
the Constitution. 


With equal cléarness he referred to the 
question of intérnal.reforms and said: 


‘The principal points in the reform of the in- 
ternal administration accomplished at the last 
session of the Landtag and the practical work- 
menor Se new legislation prove t the idea of 
self-government control 
tionaries has tak ll

GROVER CLEVELAND'S ACCEPTANCE.

Pat Collins of Boston. to notify Grover Cleve- 
land of his renomination, but he performed 
the task creditably, and the President at the 
close of his remarks accepted the prise and 
intimated that in due time he would signify 
such acceptance in the usual formal manner.

REMINISCENCE OF WAR TIMES. 


Death of the Man Who Indirectly Caused 
the Expulsion of Sevator Bright. 

ELxron, Md., June 28.—([Special,] — The 
death here today of Thomas R. Lincoln at 
the age of 75 years recalls the expulsion of 
Jesse D. Bright of Indiana from the United 
States Senate. Lincoln at the beginning of 
the war avowed his intention of going South 
for the purpose of entering into some ar- 
rangement to furnish the Confederate 
Government with arms and ammunition. 
He was caught, however, while en route at 
Cincinnati, and locked on the char 
of being a Knight of the Golden Circle. 
his person was found a letter written by 
United States Senator Bright mending 
him to Jefferson Davis, to whom the missive 
was Beg eng re This letter was against 
Bright, 1 to his expuision from the 
Senate Feb. 2, 1862. Lincoln was tried on 
the of treason but acquitted, the case 
against him not being sufficiently strong. He 
was afterward employed by the Government, 
and during the war furnished President 
Lincoln with much valuable information. He 
afterwards obtained a position in the New 
York Custom-House. After the war he re- 
turned to Elkton, where he died today.
